Staniflaus, fon of Count Poniatowtki, 
the friend and companionof Charles XI1, was fupported m his pre- 
tenfions, by the Emprefs of Ruflia and the late King of Pruflia; their 
affiftance, joined by a ftrong party among the nobles, and aided by his 
great perfonal accomplifhments, rafud him to the throne of Poland, 
A. D. 1764. 
Staniflaus was in the g2d year of his age * when he was celefted King 
of Poland; and feemed calculated by his virtues and abilities to raife his 
: country from its deplorable State ; if the defeéts of the conftitution had 
not fettered his exertions for the public good. The faireft hopes were 
entertained of his future reign; but were foon difappointed, by the fac- 
tions of a turbulent people and the intrigues of the neighbouring poten- 
tates, The reign of the moft amiable among the polifh fovereigns was 
doomed to experience the dreadful effe&ts of excefive liberty, which is al- 
moft inconfiftent with the exiftence of government. 
The King, without influence or authority, was one while hurricd 
down the popular.current, and the next moment forged by the mediating 
powers, to accede to all the conditions which they laid before him; a 
wretched fituation for a prince of his {pirit and magnanimity, and below 
which it is fcarcely poffible for any fovereign to be reduced. But more 
rievous {cenes waited the unfortunate monarch; he was doomed to be- 
old his country torn to picces by the moft dreadful of all calamities, a 
religious wat; to be himfelf frequently deprived almoft of the common 
neceffaries of life ; to be indebted for his very fubfiftence to the volun- 
tary contributions of his friends ; to be little better than a ftate prifoner 
tn his own capital ; to be aflaflinatedand almoft murdered ; to fee his fair. 
eft provinces wrefted from him, and finally to depend for his own fecuri- 
ty and that of his fubjefts, upon the protection of thofe very powers who 
kad difmembeted his empire.

The Porte, on hearing of this fedi- 
tion, immediately appointed another Governor, but he alfo was oppofed 
and forced to retire. The Grand Signior, enraged at his retreat, and the 
difobedicnce of the Emirs, fent hima Firman, with orders to enter 
Aleppo at any rifk whatever. The Pacha accordingly aflembled fome 
troops, and being joined by fome difcontented Emirs, took the city by af- 
fault, and killed or imprifoned moft of the infurgents. In the confufion 
which prevailed, M. dc St. Marcel, the French Conful, was imprifoned, 
but was releafed when it was known to be him; his fright, however, was 
fo great, that on his return to his houfe he fell ill ofa malignant fever, 
and died the fecond day.

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fiad agreed to join them. Two days after our informant Jeft: was the 
time appdinted for a Gencral Convention of the Indians at Johnftown, 
when they were todetermine on the number of Warriors that could-be 

d from each Tribe, A géntleman in high office f omifed our’, in- 
formant that if he would remain one week in Montical ‘he would: give 
him an account of théir mecting, and of their whéle proceedings, but his 
bufinefs prevented it, The Cagnawagas had applied to. Governor 

ohnfton, Superintendant of Indian affairs, for his fanétion on entering 
yito a war. Herdeclared he had no authority over them, they maf aft 
their own pleafure. | But his advice was, that they fhould not meddle in 
the bufinefs: The Meffefago Chief is a perfon fix feet high, about 45 
years of age, Of ‘a Very four morofe countehiance, and apparently very 
crafty and fubtle. oe drefs was Indian hofe and moccafons, a blue pet- 
ticoat that came half way down his thighs, an European waificoat and 
furtout ; his head was bound with an Indian cap that/ hung. half; way 
down his back, aad almoft entirely filled with plain filver broaches to the 
number of more than two hundred ; he had two earrings to each ear, the 
upper part of each was formed of three filver medals about the fize of a 
dollar, the lower part was formed of quartérs of dollars, ‘and fell) more 
than r2 inches from his ears, one from each ear over his brealt, the other 
over his back ; he had tltrce very large nofe jewels of filver that were 
curioufly painted. The account he gave of the a&tion, was, That they 
had killed 1400 of the whites, with the lofs of g only of their parvy, ‘one 
of whom killed himfelf by accident...—Our informant is full in -the 
pinion that the Britifh have not in any inftance encouraged the Sayag- 
¢s-—but that the Refugees are very bitter againft the United Srates. He 
was frequently in company with the: Meffefago and other Chiefs at the 
houfe of a gentleman who’ was linguzft to the Savages, and from him de- 
tived his information.
